Commissioner's Report 





In accordance with the Public Law of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Sullivan County, herewith 
present the annual report of the County Commissioners, the 
County Home and House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditors, So- 
licitor, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, and the Physician of 
the County Home for the year ending December 31, 1941. 


To the Citizens of Sullivan County: 


In submitting our annual report for the year 1941, once 
more the business of the county has been kept within our re- 
duced budget. In many of the purchases made during the year, 
for the County Home and elsewhere, we have encountered ever- 
increasing prices. It has been necessary to increase the salaries 
of most of the personnel, in order to maintain the high standards 
which prevail at our institution. 


During the past year we have had a complete survey of 
the wood and lumber situation on the Farm. This survey was in- 
stituted to preserve small growth of wood and lumber, also for 
reforestation and clearing for improved pasturage. It is our 
belief that this program, if continued, will pay the county good 
dividends. 


At the County Hospital we have purchased a new cooling 
unit, using a non-poisonous gas, to replace the ammonia unit 
which was installed about twelve years ago. The old unit in the 
past has given much trouble because of gas leakage, which was 
very dangerous to inmates and patients. This unit has been over- 
hauled and placed in our large ice box in the Superintendent’s 
quarters, in a location which will not subject anyone to gas 
fumes should any escape. 


Due to shortage of labor in carrying on the work at the 
farm, we felt it necessary to purchase equipment which would 
relieve this situation. For this reason it seemed advisable to 
purchase a tractor, with attachments consisting of a mower, hay- 
loader and plow. 


Under the heading of improvements at the County Farm, 
it was decided at our last County Convention to erect two cot- 
tage houses, subject to the approval of the finance committee, to 
accommodate married men with families in our employ. Subse- 
quent to this meeting our W. P. A. project was terminated, thus 
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leaving us with a shortage of help, and for this reason the plan 
was abandoned temporarily. It is our intention to meet with the 
proper committee and obtain permission to erect one cottage, 
instead of two, with the funds set aside for this purpose. 


To the Citizens of Sullivan County who have assisted us in 
our work during the past year; to all those in the employ of the 
County, town officials, chaplain, physician, and to all clubs and 
organizations who have so kindly contributed to the welfare 
and happiness of the inmates and patients at our institution, we 
are sincerely grateful. 


It has been a privilege, and a pleasure to work with Mr. and 
Mrs. Grout, our superintendent and matron, in the supervision 
and management of our County Home. We wish to thank them 
for their untiring efforts in tere a pleasant home for those 
residing there.

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Superintendent's Report 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Sullivan 
County: 


As we enter another year it is rather gratifying to note 
that, despite the very poor season, farm and garden produc- 
tion exceeded our expectations. 


In view of the almost certain rise in prices of supplies of 
all kinds we tried to anticipate our needs and bought in larger 
quantities than usual. As a result we feel that we are fairly 
well stocked in most departments. This of course meant an 
increase in expenditures but we think it was money well in- 
vested. 


Our hospital expenses have been increasing steadily as 
the patients have averaged about fifty for the past year, ne- 
cessitating more nurses. 


Because of the scarcity of labor, especially in the House 
of Correction, we have found it necessary to add more em- 
ployees to the payroll. We have also had to purchase more 
farm machinery to replace hand labor. There are very few 
of the inmates who are able to do any work and the labor prob- 
lem does not look very encouraging for the coming year. 


There have been several changes in equipment and especial- 
ly in the cold storage plant. 


Of course no one knows what changes the coming year may 
bring but we think if we are able to produce enough provisions 
on the farm we can “weather the storm.” 


We are sincerely grateful to all who have helped us in any 
way during the past year.

It has been a pleasure and spiritual benefit to spend another 
year in contact with the folks at Sullivan County Home. 

The kindly cooperation of the Superintendent and Matron, 
and their assistants, has been much appreciated. 

The services have been well and enthusiastically attended. 
Having a pianist most of the year has given strength to the 
hour of praise and worship. A violinist occasionally has assisted. 
The old hymns of the Church—hymns of the childhood days of 
those in attendance at the services—are a source of inspiration, 
encouragement, and faith.
